Those who obey only 
the laws they choose and 
violate the ones they dis- 
like are undermining the 
concepts of democracy, 
Respect for law and order 
goes hand in hand with love 
of country. 

The need of America 
in 1966 is for full-time citi- 
zens~patriots all, whohave 
pride in our country and in 
its historic accomplish- 
ments. Let us profess our 
faith in the ‘‘living God.’’ 
Let us shed the cloak of 
timidity and stand as proud 
and true patriots, de- 
fenders of the priceless 
Her age forged by the men 
of ’76. 


Independence Day is a 
glorious and meaningful 
holiday. It commemorates 
the birth of a new Nation, 
conceived in liberty and 
dedicated to the belief that 
all men are created equal. 
It commemorates the cou- 
rageous stand of Ameri- 
can patriots for the prin- 
ciple that freedom under 
God is man’s destiny. And 
it reminds us that there 
is still virtue in_ recog- 
nizing and supporting the 
ideals of our great her- 
itage.

A contract for $22,655, 
066 for maintenance and 
support of aircraft re- 
quired for Army aviator 
training was awarded 
Thursday afternoon by the 
U,-S, Army to Page Air- 
craft Maintenance, Inc., 
Lawton, ..Oklahoma, 

The contract, for a one- 
year period beginning July 
1, 1966, is for support of 
more than 1,000 aircraft 
assigned to the U, S, Army 
Aviation Center and School 
at Fort Rucker and to the 
U, S, Army Aviation School 
Element, Fort Stewart, 
Georgia. 

This award is the result 
of a government decision 
to exercise the final op- 
tion on the maintenance 
contract held by Page since 
January 1, 1964, By the 
end of the option period 
on June 30, 1967, it is 
estimated that the total 
contract will amount to 
$54,203,597 for the three 
and one-half year term. 


Alabama is outstripping 
the nation in the speed with 
which her per capita per- 
sonal income is rising, ac- 
cording to the Bureau of 
Business Research at the 
University of Alabama, 

While Alabamians are 
like the rest of the coun- 
try’s populace in enjoying 
unprecedented prosperity, 
the state’s rate of gain was 
nearly two per cent higher 
than the national rate of 
gain from 1963 to 1964, and 
continued at a rate one 
per cent above the national 
gain in 1965. 

In 1965, Alabama’s per 
capita income reached 70 
per cent of the national 
figure for the first time. 
The actual figure in Ala- 
bama was $1,910 in 1965, 

The Southeast was one 
of three regions in 
the U, §S, in which per 
capita personal income 
rose faster thanthe nation- 
el rate. The others were 
the Far West and the Great 
Lakes regions. The figures 
for five other regions grew 
more slowly than the na- 
tion’s average, 

In Coffee Countythe 
population change for the 
most recent reporting 
period--1960 to 1964 was 
plus 3.68 per cent while 
the per capita income for 
the same period was plus 
9.46 per cent; and in Cren- 
shaw County the population 
change was minus 4,82 per 
cent while the per capita 
income was plus 24.68 per 
cent, 

Professor Henry B, 
Moore, director of the 
Bureau of Business Re- 
search, attributes Ala- 
bama’s rapid rise in per 
capita personal income to 
some continuing outmigra- 
tion of population with a 
resulting higher employ- 
ment level among those 
who remain. A more im- 
portant factor, however, is 
the tighter labor market 
in Alabama which leads to 
higher levels of compen- 
sation, according to Moore. 

“A healthy economic 
sign’’, he said, ‘‘is that in 
1964, the latest year for

percentage gain than the 
state. 

The influx of new in- 
dustry into Alabama within 
the last decade has spurred 
personal income. The dif- 
fusion of new industry into 
these strictly rural areas 
has been especially bene- 
ficial in that it brings jobs 
to the people where they al- 
ready are established with 
homes and the other fa- 
cilities for living. ‘‘It costs 
less to put people to work 
in this type of situation,”’ 
Professor Moore said. 

Personal income from 
jobs in the classification of 
services grew 44 percent- 
faster than in any other 
category of employment- 
in the five-year period end- 
ing in 1964, according to 
Bureau figures, Within this 
category, income from 
professional, social and 
related services rose a 
phenomenal 74 per cent, 
and business and repair 
services 53.6 per cent. 

Income from contract 
construction gained 39,8 
per cent, followed closely 
by government employment 
with a 37.4 per cent in- 
crease, 

All classifications 
of employment showed in- 
creases in the five-year 
period except farming and 
mining. 

Eight counties in Ala- 
bama exceeded the state 
average in 1964, each hav- 
ing more than $2,000 per 
capita personal income, 
They were Calhoun, Col- 
bert, Dale, Etowah, Jeffer- 
son, Madison, Mobile and 
Montgomery, 

Dale County showed the 
biggest percentage jump 
from 1963 to 1964, an in- 
crease of 21.8 per cent, 
possibly reflecting in-

Bank/SBA Loan Enables Lester 
To Get New Hospital 


“We're going to get a 
new hospital’’. With these 
words, Mrs, Vona Skeets, 
Route 1, Anderson, was 
telling the other patients 
as she rolled her wheel- 
chair from room to room, 
Small and frail looking, 
her hair was snow white. 
Deep wrinkles lined her 
face with a touch of Grecian 
beauty, Excitement and en- 
thusiasm were in Mrs, 
Skeet’s voice as she told 
of the new 22-bed hospital 
that would come to Lester, 
Alabama, Lester is aham- 
let in Northwest Limestone 
County, 

One of the hardest blows 
to fall upon the people of 
Lester, came from the 
State Health Department 
that the clinic or hospital, 
as it is called by the peo- 
ple of Lester, would be 
closed, It’s a long distance 
to Lawrenceburg or 
Pulaski, Tennessee, or to 
Athens, Alabama, espe- 
cially in the middle of the 
night when a baby is about 
to be born, or someone 
has suffered a heart at- 
tack, Yes, this was the 
dark fate that seemed to 
fall upon the people of Les- 
ter. 

The breaking of the 
darkness of this picture 
for the people of Lester 
was when the Farmers’ 
Bank, Anderson, Alabama, 
in cooperation withthe 
Small Business Admin- 
istration, approved a loan 


of $200,000 to Dr. David 
Eldridge Jackson, owner 
of the Jackson Hospital in 
Lester, 

This loan will enable 
Dr. Jackson to erect a new 
hospital with out-patient 
department and complete 
facilities for two doctors, 
The hospital will be 
equipped with an X-ray and 
fluroscopic machine, 
an electrocardiograph 
and other diagnostic equip- 
ment. It will have in addi- 
tion to the operating room, 
labor and delivery room 
and all necessary emer- 
gency equipment. This will 
include resusitator, in- 
cubator and oxygen equip- 
ment, Complete nursing fa- 
cilities will be provided, 
including a special isola- 
tion room and special 
rooms for care of heart 
patients, 

Dr. Jackson has opera- 
ted a hospital in Lester 
for 25 years. This hos- 
pital was the dream of a 
medical student to come 
back to the farm land where 
he was born and establish 
a rural hospital, It became 
a reality in July 1940. Even 
though the present hospital 
will not compare with the 
new one to be built, last 
year 3,311 patients were 
treated in the out-patient 
department and 607 were 
admitted to the hospital. 
With the up-to-date facili- 
ties provided by this loan, 
Doctor Jackson willbe bet-

Averaging all corporations in 
the United States after rent, 
raw materials, selling, account- 
inv, interest and all other costs 
are paid — labor gets about 90 
per cent of what is left. and 
owners about 10 per cent, If re- 
ward to owners were to be en- 
tirely climinated and all their 
share were to he paid to labor, 
the workers would pet only 
about one extra dollar for each 
nine they now receive, But that 
would brings the business to an 
end, as no one would put his 
savings into it, and the neces- 
sary capital would not be avyail- 
able. 

Under our form of free enter- 
prise capitalism, the owner says 
to the worker: “Let's go into 
business together, I will furnish 
all the money needed to bring 
raw materials from anywhere in 
the world, enginéers to design a 
product, salesmen to sell it, ac- 
countants to keep our records, 
and attorneys to protect and de- 
fend us. I will erect the necessary 
buildings and install machinery 
to carry on the operation, and I

over, I will pay you cach week, 
while I may have to wait years 
for my 10 per cent and run the 
risk of not getting it at all. More- 
over, I will run the risk of losing 
my capital in part or in full.”

tract tetanus die, 

When you haven’t been 
immunized, and the cut is 
not washed properly, the 
tetanus spores hatch into 
tiny microscopic bacteria, 
As these begin to multiply, 
they release a deadly 
poison which attacks nerve 
centers, causing convul- 
sions and muscle spasms, 
Sometimes these attacks 
are so severe that verte- 
brae are fractured, the 
specialists relate. An at- 
tack of tetanus canbe com- 
pared to a clenched fist in 
that it causes a tightening 
of every muscle in the 
body. Before long, the taut 
muscles, and even the heart 
muscle, weaken, 

The main symptom of 
tetanus is a paralysis of 
neck and head muscles, 
which gives the disease 
its “‘lockjaw’’ dubbing, 

Health specialists 
stress keeping wounds 
clean to keep spores out, 
but the real preventive for 
tetanus is vaccination, A 
simple _ shot makes the 
chances for ‘‘lockjaw’’ 
very slight, 

Because tetanus shots 
wear off over a period of 
years, the best advice for 
everyone is to be vacci- 
nated before summer fun 
begins.
